Tne  work  of  the  month  may  be  reported 
about  the  same  as  for  last  month.  Sickness 
has  interfered  somewhat.  In  most  of  the 
classes  reviews  are  just  beginning  prepara¬ 
tory  to  the  dose  of  the  term. 

One  of*  the  wants  of  the  Centre  School 
is  a  teacher  who  is  thoroughly  proficient  in 
music;  who  would  be  able  to  take  general 
charge  of  instruction  in  music.  As  it  now 
lesson  is  hastily  given  once  a  week, 
and  the  care  of  instruction  is  thrown  en¬ 
tirely  upon  the  teachers,  many  of  whom 
make  no  claim  to  understanding  anythin: 
about  music.  In  the  Primaries  the  lessons 
are  so  simple  and  elementary  that  this  need 
is  not  felt,  but  in  the  higher  classes  it  does 
seem  that  much  bettor  work  (of  more  im¬ 
mediate  and  practical  value)  might  be  had 
under  somo  such  change  as  has  been  sug¬ 
gested. 

Four  years’  use  has  shown  that  the  Greek 
grammar  (Goodwins’)  in  use  iu  the  High 
School,  does  not  answer  the  requirement  of 
class  work  as  it  should.  It  needs  to  be 
supplemented  by  float} ley’s,  and  the  pupils 
who  enter  college  are  advised  then  to  use 
this.  It  seems  that  the  change  might  be 
made  quite  as  well  here. 

Money  is  being  raised  m  the  classes  for 
the  library,  and  cau  be  handed  iu  soon.
